Big Dynamite 
Cache Seized 
In Chicago 


CHICAGO, Sept. 15 (AP)~ 
Illinois Bureau of Investiga- 
tion agents arrested six per- 
sons and confiscated 600 sticks 
of dynamite in a raid Monday 
night on an apartment on Chi- 
cago’s North Side. 

Mitchell Ware, director of 
the IBI, said it is believed the 
six were involved in a plot to 
blow up a large Chicago man- 
ufacturing plant and hacf 
planned to supply the dyna- 
mite for the blast for $10 a 
stick. 


Dynamite caps and detonat- 
ing cord also were seized by 
the IBI, the FBI and Chicago 
police. 

IBI agents said they were 
informed of the plot to dyna- 
mite the plant by a security 
guard who had questioned an 
employe stealing from the 
plant. Agents did not identify 
the firm or the guard. 

The explosives had been sto- 
len from a hardware store, 
“somewhere in Tennessee," 
agents said. 

The six were charged with 
possession of explosives. 

They were Robert J. Ken- 
nedy, 33, and his wife Yvonne, 
36, of Chicago; Henry Lester, 
18, of Oakwood, Va. Richard 
Kelso, 24, of Houlka, Miss., 
and Garney E. Lester, 26, and 
Edward Honeycutt, 21, for- 
merly of Chicago. 


Police Suspect Bomb 

In Theater Blast

9 Suspects Caught
